Sixty village near Tung 
Chou, containing over fK),0(M) inhab­ 
itants. have l>ecn destroyed by floods 
and the peoole drowned or fw ed to 
flee. 
There is no means of finding out how 
many thousands have been drowned, 
but the number is estimated by Chinese 
authorities at 15,()()0 to 20,000. 
The flooded district is within 18 milee 
of Fekin, the capital of China. 
As a 
rule Chinese officials make little ^ tir 
when a calamity like this happens, but 
the nroximity of disaster has resulted 
in its being brought to the attention of 
the euipenir, who has ordered that all 
possible relief be given. 
Survivors from the villages nearest 
Pekin have been allowed such shelter 
as they can find on the city walls, but

against the rain, which continues to 
fall.

The distress of these people is most 
pitiable. 
Public spirited and wealty 
! men of Pekin aud Tung Chou are act­ 
ively assisting the authorities in pro­ 
viding them with food, 
Ttie Hoods have greatly damaged a 
large nuinlier of estates belonging (o 
Pekin nobles. 
The unnsnal rains be­ 
gan «luly 23 aud cnntinned nntil Aug. 
15. 
The crops in the flooded district were 
destroyed. 
The prefects, local magis­ 
trates and people of the flooded district 
prayed for the «‘essution of the rain 
seven days before they were finally 
driven out of their homes.

5.-—Tho steamer Vic­ 
toria brings news of the most disas­ 
trous Hoods that have visiten China for 
manv years. 
Sixty village near Tong 
Chou, containing over 80,OOO inhab­ 
itants, have been destroyed by floods 
and the peoole drowned or forced to 
flee. 
There is no meaus of finding out how 
many thousands have been drowned, 
but the number is estimated by Chinese 
authorities at 15,000 to 20,000. 
The flooded district is within 12 miles 
of Pekin, the capital of China. 
As a 
rule Chinese officials make little ^itir 
when a calamity like this happens, but 
the proximity of disaster has resulted 
in its being brought to the attention of 
the emperor, who has ordered that all 
possible relief be given. 
Survivors from tho villages nearest 
Pekin have been allowed such shelter 
as they can find on the city walls, but 
thousands 
are 
without 
protection 
against the rain, which continues to 
fall. 
The distress of these people is most 
pitiable. 
Public spirited and wealty 
men of Pekin and Tung Chou are act­ 
ively assisting the authorities in pro­ 
viding them with food. 
The floods have greatly damaged a 
large number of estates belonging to 
Pekin nobles. 
The unusual rains be­ 
gan July 23 and continued until Aug. 
lo. 
The crops iu the flooded district were 
destroyed. 
The prefects, local magis­ 
trates and people of the flooded district 
prayed for the cessation of the rain 
seven days before they were finally 
driven out of their homes. 
Early in September high officials of 
Pekin and Tien Sien suddenly forbade 
the slaughter of cattle, their object 
being to appease the wrath of the gods 
and stop the rains, the proclamations 
to this effect were issued. 
The result was to cut off toe entire 
meat supply, which led foreign consuls 
to protest against the prohibition and 
to report the situation to the foreign 
ministers at Pekin. 
It is claimed that 
the action of the officials constitutes a 
violation of the treaty rights.

A special session o f council WM held 
last evening with every aieiubnr present 
but Mr, Hor w ell and Doctor Marshall. 
The m eeting was called to order by 
l*resident Peach.w ho explained that the 
object was to pass an ordinance regulat­ 
ing the moving of hnildings and to take 
som e action in regard to the location of 
the river road to Wast End.

Afterward it sunk into decadence, but 
in the fifteenth century was revived in 
I Italy. 
It is an art that calls for great 
elegance of taste and much sk ill, for on 
a small stone, generally precious, de­ 
signs are represented either in raised 
work, as cameos, or by being cut below 
the surface, as intaglios 
To cameos the term “ m inute sculp­ 
ture' ’ is indeed applicable, for since 
the days of Greek art celebrated statues 
have been copied in this way. The first 
intaglios w e r e the scarabs, or beetle 
shaped signets, worn in rings by the 
Egyptians from a very m m ole period. 
One side of tbs atone was shaped l i k e a 
beetle, the other side was flat. and the 
name of the king or wearer WM cut in­ 
to it. 
A hole was then drilled in the 
atone from end to end, and through it a 
strong wire was passed to bold it iii 
position in a ring. 
The flat or seul side 
was always worn next to the finger, but 
when used aa a seal it w as turned. 
In 
the 
art of gem 
sculpture the 
Greeks excelled all predecessors. 
The 
Ktruscans, 
contemporary 
w ith 
the 
Greeks, also attained excellenee in gem 
cutting, and it is said that “ on these 
early gem s of Etruscan or Greek origin 
may be read as in a book the forms of 
their religion and the subjects of popu­ 
lar interest in politics, song and fable 
for centuries. M 
ruder Augustus gem sculpture flour­ 
ished among the Homans, many of them 
possessing cameos and intaglios of gn at 
value, and cabinets of costly gem s be­ 
came numerous. 
It is said that C asar 
scut six cabinets of rare g e m s to the 
temple of Venus. 
TI. *re are many fine cameos and iii 
Anglice in the British museum. 
Among 
the finest of them accessible to the pub­ 
lic are the “ Cupid aud Goose’’ intaglio, 
the “ Dying Amazon, ” the “ Laughing 
F aw n ," “ Bacchus’’ on red jasper, and 
the “ Julius Caesar” of Dioscuri dos. 
In 
modern tim es gem sculpture has reached 
a high state of perfection aud beauty.
